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REMARKS 

Summary of the Office Action 

In the Office Action, claims 1, 3-5, and 7-8 are pending and are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a).

Applicants' attorney would like to thank the Examiner for the courtesy extended during 
the telephonic interview which took place on September 19, 2008. During the interview, the 
Examiner indicated that the foregoing amendments would overcome the art of record, but that a 
further search would be necessary.
